Like 
ihsdcwi theyraaie, and like iharjowsthey 
Jepatled. Nor fan we form any reajon- 
able conjecture arhelher their report will 
be made public, or be hidden under Lhe 
Whitehall bushel. Fouibly the only 
shape in which it will ever come before 
irie peojilr of New South Walu, will be 
that of a Treaiury Warrant based upon in 
revelation! 

But we repeal, we have lufRcieiil con- 
fidence in th* bena fidt ipirit of lhe mea- 
mre, and in the good intention* of the 
authoriiiea entruied with it* iieculion, to 
latliete that any representation front our 
lalive Council, touching iti local de- 
tail!, would be favourably received, fiuch 
representation should therefore be made 
with a* little delay » pauible, in order 
that it may reach l'oglud before the re - 
gulaiiuni are pmiiiulgstrd. 

Without ipiing into the trariotu par- 
liculari of deparlnietila.1 rriorm of which 
our Colonial Pt»i it aoiceptible, wt may 
advert to two feature! in tht tyitem which 
all for liberal awl unuelayed 
aurodmant — tiae rate* *f po.tag* 
on intern id corn in imitation, and ttaaat 
on comrnunieaiion with other p»rtt of 
Ilia MiJUrtt'tdominion*, especially with 
the parent couniry. 

'lhe expediency of a uniform and 
greatly reduced charge on correipondence 
within the colony ha* already been 
avowed by a Committee uf Council. An 
alteration of this kind it no longer one of 
those untried theories which prudent 
uaieimen feel bound to diitrutt, It has 
been tested in the Coiled Kingdom by 
seten yean' experience, and ha* j unified 
the rami sanguine cEpectaAioni of it* pro- 
mo ten. At the end of the Grit line* 
month* after its introduction, the number 
of lettcra pasting through the PoM-oficci 
of Ureal Britain and Ireland had increased 
in lhe ait. mulling ratio of US per 
ceql. ; and although the interest* 
of tht revenue have, eat was foreseen, 
•untamed a temporary injury, yet the in- 
jury is in course of decided reparation, 
while the butinew, lhe convenience, and 
the social enyoymenls of lhe nation, have 
gained advantagrt whirh abundantly com- 
pensate for the pecuniary lost.
